For during the war bargaining positions 
of labor and capital have been -abnormal. 
On the one hand the draft and industries 
working under war contracts created a—de- 
mand for labor which was greater than the 
supply. On the other hand, in. the war in- 
dustries the government was the real em- 
ployer, and private corporatiéns were its 
hired agents: the government, being sov- 
ereign, had the power to create money to 
pay whatever it was necessary to pay to 
get the work done. As a restlt, workers 
who were not ‘subject to the draft or frozen 
in conspicuous jobs, went into collective 
or individual bargaining with the assurance 
that the employer had little incentive to 
bargain, or little power if he wished to 
bargain.

Here 60 Years, Dies 


The death occurred at the 
Royal Jubilee Hospital at 2.30) 
this morning of Fred N. Jones, 
a resident of Victoria for the 
past 60 years. He was 79 years 
of age. 

Mr. Jones was born at Brier- 
ley Hill, Staffordshire, England.
